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1. The aiujumition plant, at Dufanica nad Vehoia (P49/T69) has turned over to the 
Soviet Commercial Attache in the presence of Hungarian representatives 
23,000 122-mo mines and 91,100 grenades of various calibers. This ammuni- 
tion is destined for Pecs, Hungary. 

2. On 4 July, Skoda-Pleen shipped to Bulgaria 11 152-smn guns, 34 122-mra mortars, 

■ 14 Panther tanks equipped with 105-mm guns, and 88-mm antiaircraft guns. This 
plant also shipped to Pecs 12 88-mra antiaircraft guns, 24 88-mm guns for use 
on tanks, and 23 Panther tanks equipped with 105-mm guns. This shipment was 
received at the plant by Hungarian and Soviet military representatives. 

3. The Gottwald Plant in Brno-Zidenice is delivering to Bulgaria 1257 model 

24 Czech machine guns, 3100 9-ram machine. gum% 5600 Parabellum automatic 9-mm 
pistols, 700 model 47 German heavy machine guns and 2300 model 32 German 
machine guns. This shipment is being taken over by Soviet and Bulgarian army 
representatives at the Gottwald plant on an unspecified date. 

4. The Czech Ministry of Industry received from Rumania on 5 July a shipment of 78 tank 
cars (cisterns) of crude naphtha, 12 tank cars of unrefined oil and 37 tank 

cars of refined gasoline. This shipment was delivered to Pardubice. The 
oil refinery at Kralupy (H51/^60) received a shipment of 115 tank cars of 
eru4« uaphtha, 39 tank oars of unrefined oil and 147 tank cars of refined 
gasoline. The arrival of these shipments was reported to the Ministry of 
Rational Defense which confiscated them. Distribution of these products 
will be made only for military purposes. The Llinistry of Rational Defense 
is following instructions of the Soviet military representative in Czechoslovakia 
on this matter. 
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
